JEDCO, LDEQ to be awarded $900,000 in EPA Brownfield Grants

(AVONDALE, LA) -- Tomorrow, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency will award Jefferson Parish
Economic Development Commission (JEDCO) and Louisiana Department of Environmental Quality
(LDEQ) a total of $900,000 to perform environmental assessments and develop cleanup plans for
abandoned and underutilized properties (known as brownfield sites) to facilitate their redevelopment and
reuse.
